Their sharp 
return blow, if the Nish reports arc ( 
to be accepted, has been extraordin­ 
ary effective. 
After sustaining en­ 
ormous losses the Austrians are be­ 
ing rapidly driven to the northwest 
in the direction of their own borders. 
In the western arena the allies are 
applying pressure against the whole 
German line in France and Belgium, 
and while they appear to be making 
si ght advances they have not as yet 
taken advantage of the transfer of 
German forces to the east to essay a 
general advance. 


London, December l l . —The

ported rout of the Austrian forces in 
Se m a . the border of which country 
they crossed triumphantly just two 
wpeks ago, together with the steady 
advance of the German center in the 
direction of Warsaw on this, 
the

lin points out that the warships de­

Carnegie, a White House caller to­ 
day, expressed decided opposition to 
a truce in the European war during 
the Christmas holidays. 
He declared 
that it would be unchristian like and 
immoral t0 stop the fighting and then 
begin st again. 
He added that he 
could not believe that any nation 
which adopted such a suggestion was 
doing it sincerely. 
Mr Carnegie gave it ai his opinion 
that the mibtary caste in Germany 
was responsible for the war, but that 
at the time hostilities broke out the 
Kaiser was ill and 0ppo*ed to the war 
"The Kaiser has told me that he 
took the greatest pride in the fact 
that he reigned for many years with­ 
out being involved in war,” said Mr. 
Carnegie, "but he was surrounded by 
a ring of militarists who were eager 
for war at any price.”

Mr Carnegie said he hoped that 
the world would be so horrified over 
the war that permanent peace would 
follow. 
He said his peace foundation 
would continue its work and that he 
believed that ultimately internation­ 
al arbitration would settle all dis­ 
putes, 
Mr Carnegie showed some interest 
at a suggestion to him that he might 


Im* called upon by the President to 
help to br»ng about peace when the 
time came, 
“I will do anything I possibly eau.” 
he said. 
“I believe Mr. Wilson earn­ 
estly desires peace and 
the

country should support him.” 
For the men in the trenches Mr, 
Carnegie expressed great sympathy. 
”1 d0 not see how there can help be­ 
ing A great reaction after this war is 
over.” 
When Mr Carnegie spoke of the 
horrors of war Irs voice quavered and 
tears appeared in his eyes.
